| The British Budget. 

Mr. Stanley Baldwin's Budget is a re 
markable tribute to the sound financial 
policy of His Majesty's Government. No 
other nation in Europe which took part in 
the Great War has been able to balance a 
Budget since the Armistice. Germany, 
France and |\Italy are labouring under 
heavy deficits; yet Britain, whose finan- 
cial sacrifices were far greater than the 
sacrifices of any other Power, not only has 


the. succeeded in making ends meet, but has 


finished the year with the huge surplus 
of £101,500,000. The feat is without 
parallel in the financial history of modetn 
times. Mr. Baldwin explained that he 
had devoted the entire surplus to the re- 
duction of debt. It had been realised 
almost solely through savings in the 
spending departments of State, and, as a 
result of its prompt application to debt 
service, the Government had succeeded in 
bringing about an effective reduction of 
£149,000,000 in the nation’s dead-weight 
liability. A portion of this sum was used 
for the reduction of the external debt, 
which since March, 1919, has been reduced 
by a total of £209,198,000. Britain now 
owes the United States 4,600,000,000 
dollars, or, at parity ‘of exchange, just 
over £946,500,000—a figure which includes 
the accumulated interest of the three years 
during which no interest was paid. 

For the current year Mr. Baldwin esti- 
mates that Britain’s revenue on the 
present basis of taxes will be £852,650,000, 
while, apart from supplementary estimates 
which will be met by savings, expenditure 
will reach £886,616,000. The surplus, 
therefore, will be in the neighbourhood of 
£36,000,000, most of which, like a wise 
man, Mr. Baldwin proposes to devote to 
the relief of the harassed taxpayer. His 
most important proposal, of course, is the 
reduction of the income tax by sixpence in 
the pound, or ten per cent. This ‘con- 
cession will cost the Treasury some 
£19,000,000. during the present year, and 
£26,000,000 in a full year. The price of 
beer will be reduced to the consumer by a 
penny in the pint. The Treasury will give 
a rebate of 20s. on every bulk barrel, while 
the brewers will be required to contribute 
4s. as their share. This apparently trifling 
redgiction will cost the Treasury an annual 
sum of £16,000,000, or £15,000,000 during 
what remains of the current financial year. 
Mr. Baldwin announced various other con- 
cessions, such as the reduction by half 
of the corporations profits tax, and of 
sweetened mineral waters, or so-called 
“ soft drinks.” Furthermore, he announced 
some minor, but very valuable, reductions 
in postal and telephones charges, All 
these reductions, between them, will 
absorb £34,150,000 of Mr. Baldwin’s sur- 
plus during the present year. 

Mr, Baldwin’s Budget will be read by 
the Free State taxpayer with feelings of 
envious interest. Few Irish business men 
will have been prepared for the news 
that there will be a difference of sixpence 
in the pound between the income taxes oi 
Dublin and Belfast. We suggest that the 
Free State Government should take imme- 
diste steps to remove this anomaly, There 
is g large number of Free State citizens 
-who derive virtually their whole income 
from British securities, If they must pay 
an additional sixpence in the pound for 
the privilege of living in the Free State, 
many of them wil] hasten to leave it. 
Furthermore, the fact that Southern 
business men must pay five shillings 
income tax and one shilling corporation 
tax, while their Northern competitors 
escape with four and sixpence and six- 
pence respectively, must injure Southern 
trade. The six counties, which already 
enjoy cheaper postal rates and have free 
trade wit England, will benefit at the 
Free State's expense, while the advocates 
of permanent partition will secure another 
weapon for their armoury. According to 
Mr. Cosgrave's estimates, income tax and 
super-tax will yield only £5,500,000 during 
the present year, while no more than 
£250,000 will be derived from the corpora- 
tion tax, Mr. Cosgrave would sacrifice 
less than £500,000, therefore, if he should 
decide to bring his direct taxes down to 
the British level. We admit that even 
£500,000 is a big sum in terms of Free 
State finance: but, in view of the 
manifold disadvantages of disparity in 
direct taxation between the Free State 
and Northern Ireland, we are convinced 
that the necessary adjustment ought to be 


made. 


Dublin’s Handicap. 


More trouble is on foot in the sorely 
tried Port of Dublin. The latest action 
of the Irish Transport and General 
Workers’ Union has produced a situation 
so fantastic that the city might be dis 
posed to smile if it had not good cause 
to weep. As most people know, the larger 
differences between employers and workers 
in the shipping trade are adjusted by the 
National Maritime Board, on which both 
interests are equally represented. When 
the Board announced, as from yesier- 
day, a weekly wages’ cut of 6s. 6d. the 
decision was accepted loyally in every 
British port. Some 16,000 sailors and 
firemen put to sea yesterday under the 
reduced terms. The 
Workers’ Union, however, has a certain 
number of members in its marine branch— 
the vast majority of seamen belong to the 
National Sailors’ and Firemen’s Union— 
and our Dublin transport workers are a 
law unto themselves. They were informed 
about the cut, but they were not con- 
sulted; and now they have refused to 
accept it. The result is that ships manned 
by the members of this union have been 
held up since last Saturday—some of them 
laden with perishable produce—at the 
Port of Dublin. Vessels which do not 
enjoy the precarious luxufy of Transport 
Union labour, including the services with 
Holyhead, are “carrying on” as usual. 
One company’s Dublin and Heysham 
service, manned by our lordly Transport 
Workers, is idle, while its Dublin and 
Glasgow service, manned by less lordly, 
but more intelligent, Scotsmen, continues 
to plough the seas, The chief sufferer is 
the British and Irish Steam Packet Com- 
pany, whose loss is, of course, also the 
loss of Dublin and of every part of the 
Free State. If this sort of thing is 
allowed to continue, the country’s political 
freedom will have been won in vain.

How can Dublin 
hope to compete with Belfast se long as 
it is handicapped by the wayward tyranny 
of men who are blind not only to their 
country’s, but to their own, best interests? 
The Parliament of the Free State contains 
a strong Labour Party, which has a shrewd 
and capable leader in Mr. Thomas Johnson 

Does this party approve ór disapprove of 
the course which the Tramsport Workers’ 
Union is taking at the Port of Dublin? 
We think that the question ought to be 
answered, because the matter is vital and 
the Labour Party aspires to be a Labour 
Government. 


A Picture Play. 


The English are accused, not without 
cause, of being an unemotional people; 
but their dramatic sense and—what is 
even more important—their dramatic good 
sense are unequalled. Recently the taste 
of the London playgoer was put to what 
might almost be called an acid test by 
the production of “Angelo” at Drury 
Lane. The play is a heavily sentimental 
German drama, written round supposed 
incidents in the life of the heavily sentt- 
mental German poet, Hoffmann, who, for 
the purposes of British consumption, was 
transformed into Angelo, The test, how- 
ever, was not in the nature of the drama, 
but in the manner of its presentation. 
It may be described as an attempt to 
bring the cinematograph to the aid of the 
drama. Some twenty or thirty scenes are 
enacted, and the stage is divided for ‘this 
into three or four water-tight 


purpose 
compartments. When Hoffmann, in com- 
partment one, is: telling his friend, 


Bruno, his life's troubles, he suddenly 
disappears from view and the incidents 
unfold themselves one by one im compart- 
ment two. London did not appreciate the 
innovation, and the play will be taken off 
on Saturday next after a ran of just over 
three weeks. In New’ York it fared a little 
better owing to the large German-American 
population that went to see it; but the 
enormous success which it achieved m 
Berlin failed absolutely to materialise 
elsewhere. The Londoners must be cón- 
gratulated on their intelligence. The 
cinematograph has its uses; but the 
reform of the drama, which from the 
days of Aschylus and Aristophanes has 
maintained unimpaired the power and 
dignity of its aucient unities, is not one 
of them. The post-war German may 
prefer the hectic rush from scene to scene, 
the morbid insistence of the “close up” 
and the sticky sentimentality of the 
“throw back.” These things are not the 
drama, and London still discriminates. 


Rail-and-Air Tickets. 


The introduction April S0th 
through frail-and-air tickets between 
British and Continental points will estab- 
lish another advance of post-war travel. 
After that date it will be possible to fy 
to Berlin directly from Manchester, or 
from London via Amsterdam, The fare 
from London will be £6 10s, and from 
Manchester £8 15s. Only travellets 
carrying light baggage can svail @@gpr- 
selves of this service, but to the business 
man, anxious to make a swift trip and to 
it will be invaluable. 
The acroplane for Berlin via Amsterdam 
will leave London at 9.50 a.m., arriving 
in Berlin on the same evening. Thenve 
the night train to Koeni¢sbety can be 
caught and the traveller can proceed—if. 
any should want to go so far—by aero 
plane to Moscow. Anything that makes 
for swift and easy travel is a good thing 
for the world. It behoves the Irish Free 
State to link up with the services that are 
being inaugurated across the water, There 
is enough traffic between Dublin and Eng- 
land to make an air route pay, either to 
Manchester or to London. It would be 
possible to leave Dublin at about half- 
past six in the morning for Manchester 
and to reach Berlm on the same 
evening. The business man could 
leave Dublin in the early morning, have 
several hours in London, and be back late 
on tho same night. These are not the 
visions of an optimist. The thing begins, 
so far as the rest of Europe is concerned, 
on April 30th. When will it begin for 
Ireland ?

Last. night, at the Abbey Theatre, Mr. A. 
E. Filmer’s Birmingham Company produced 
Mr. Bernard Shaw's “- Misalliance’’ for the 
first time in Ireland. There was a large and 
appreciative audience. 

Whenever one sees a Shaw play one is: 
inclined to regret the fact that the preface 


cannot “performed ” too. And the 
preface to ' Misalliance,” on parents and 
children, is one of the most interesting. 


Indeed, to anybody who has not read the 


preface, the play may even be a little 
difficult to understand. 
Mr. Shaw calls his play “A Debate in 


One Sitting.’’ Hypatia Tarleton, the daughter 
of a ‘‘seli-made”’ man, is fairly content to 
be engaged to Bentley Summerhays, the spoilt 
son of a diplomat. But she longs to escape 
from conventionality and talk. Joseph Per- 
cival and Lma Sczepanowska, arriving in an 
aeroplane, stir up the trouble. Every man 
staying in that respectable house has his 
head turned by Lina, strong-minded, indi- 
vidua) and self-possessed And Hypatia 
throws up Bentley for Percival. There comes, 
too, a weedy clerk to murder Tarleton, who 
has “injured ” his mother years before. 
Nobody is quite clear as to what happens 
at the end—the position seems to be as un- 
satisfactory as it was before the debate was 
started, except that the clerk is talked into 
a state of musery, and Hypatia parts from a 
lover unsuitable for her. 

It is a play almost without action—an ex- 
posure of the often unnatural relations be- 
tween nt and child, The acting was good. 
Miss Filmer played Lina with sincerity and 
charm. Mr. McEwen (though hampered by 
a cold) was very good as Bentley Summer- 
hays, as was Mr. Moore as Lord Summerhays. 
Of the others of a good cast, Mr. Marford 
was very amusing in the part of Baker, the 
clerk; and Miss Lodge made a delichtful Mrs. 
Tarleton. The play was well produced, but 
might with advantage have begun half an 
hour earlier, for it is very long.

There are very few of us, no matter what 
our opinions of the terrible trade of a soldier, 
who can resiat, “ tarning out’’ if a regiment Is 
passing, and we always receive our reward 10 
the shape of a curious, indefinable thrill. No- 
body has yet been wong put mós we By 
language upon paper bis sensations; 
ar Seecribed that strange exaita- 
tion which he feels—the uniform, the rhythm, 
the arms, the band, al] of them contribyte ; 
but there is still something else, sometinng 
which we canyot get at. When the regiment 
happens to be a battalion of Guards jour 
emotions rise higher than ever; for there is a 
certain glamour about the Guards—ind ced 
partly, no doubt, by stories of Napoleon’s |im- 
mortal Old Guard, partly by the tales of 
British Guards in early campaigns—which 
does not attach itself in the same degree to the 
Line. The Irish Guards. are one of i the 
* youngest ' regiments in the British Army ; 
indeed, the Second Battalion was not “cy. 
until the war was well upon its way, in July, 
1915. The regiment possessed at the ¢om- 
mencement of the war the true Guards tiadi- 
tion, but it had no past to live upon; it had 
to win its own place, to make its own history. 

That the regiment won its place is now 
common knowledge. Its record, collective; and 
individual, is one of which it may justly bpast.

Kipling’s book, and side by ade with them 
stares the price that was paid Mr. Rudyard 
Kipling is a man well qualified to write isuch 
a history as we have before ree All a the 
English-speaking world he is known as a lover 
of rr” Acitish ' soldier, a friend who (ould 
sympathise with his sorrows and understand 
his delights. If he had not p é those 
qualities, it would have been imposaibip for 
him to have written either the “ Barrackroom 
Ballads” or “‘ Soldiers Three.” In addition, 
the fortunes of the Irish Guards had tor him 
a personal interest, for his own son served 
with the Second Battalion, only to share the 
fate of hundreds of other good men of the 
regiment. | : ie lá 

e two-volume history which Mr. Kipling 
has compiled shcald be widely read, not merely 
by those who are peculiarly interested. The 
work has not been lightly undertaken ; to the 
reader it must seem to have been a huge task. 
Every engagement, large or small, is described 
with care and accuracy. The life from day to 
day in action, trenches, and behind the line, 
with its tragedy and its humour, is faithfully 
recorded and made vivid (in one or two places 
almost terribly vivid) to him who reads, Mr. 
Kipling has done his work mainly from the 
point of view of the regiment, and for the 
most part he has taken his material from the 
regimental diaries—impersonal, almost jnfeel- 
ing accounts. At times, however, he departs 
from the cold story and gives us great splashes 
of colour, and these add enormously to the 
human value of the book. s 


THE IRISH GUARDS. |

For four appalling years the Irish Guards 
served in France. Not for a moment do we 


pretend, nor does Mr. ,Kiphng pretend, that 
their share was any more ficult than 
that of any other regiment. But some- 


how they seem always to have been fight- 
ing. Mons, the Salient, Loos, the Somme, the 
German push in tha spring of 1918, and the 
Allied reply in the autumn of the same year— 
in all of them they took their part. And all 
the time there was the most loathsome enemy 
of all—mud. Nobody who has not ex- 
yerienced it can understand properly the 
orror of living in mud, In some of the 
trenches it reached to a man’s waist, 
Deeds of-valour were the rule, not the ex- 
ception. “When an officer dropped and 
could not get up again without heir he was 
assumed to be unfit for work—bnt not 
before.” There is the story of Michael 
O'Leary, V.C., and those of Sergeant Moyney 
and Corporal Woodcock—there are a thousand 
stories of valour which came in the day's 
work. 

In the Guards discipline is extractdinarily 
high. It was held to be a grave misdemeanour 
to “budge’’ upon parade, no matter what 
were the circums ances; and to “budge” 
did not mean to rush for shelter from 
shrapnel or the like—it meant to move one’s 
eyes! There is an old story of a line, hard 
a and worn out, which was wavering. 

o restore its confidence a party of the 
Guards was marched up to its support in 

fect column of four, with a sergeant call- 
ing out the step. That is the kind of dis- 
cipline to which the Guards are accustomed. 
Another point which Mr. Kipling brings well 
out is the value of what is known as esprit 
de corps. In what seemed to be an in- 
terminable war, men, sick with fighting, cease 
to take any great interest in “ i = 
but they will continue to fight hard for the 
honour of their regiment. or their battalion. 
When their pride in their corps is lost, there 
is little else left. 

Perhaps, the regiment's most trying ordeal 
was during the battle of the Somme, Pro- 
bably, if a truthfully graphic account of Sep- 
tember, 1916, were written, the reader does co 
recoil from it in sheer borror. Mr. Kipling 
gives a fairly restrained account; but on occa- 
sions he ‘‘ lets himself go.” Describing one 
part of it, he says of the wounded: “* There 
was, too, always a crowd of men seated or in 
fantastic attitudes, silent, with set, absorbed 
faces, busily engaged in trying to tie up, 
staunch, or plug their own wo to save 
their own single lives with their own hands. 
When orders came to these they would shake 
their heads impatiently, and go on with their 
urgent, horrible business,”

it is yet far too soon for us to try to see 
those. terrible years in preportion, We have 
soaked in war, and we have not got properly 
clear of tis odour. Over a century ago Burke 
said: “lhe age of chivalry is gone. That 
of sophisters, economists, and calculators has 
suceeeded ; and the glory of Europe is extia- 
guished for ever.’’ War is a dirty game, and 
it is difficult to play a dirty game cleanly ; 
but for the greater part the players have 
remained clean, and they went into the game 
from the highest motives. That in a way is 
the most piteful thing of all; those who were 
the most honest seem to have suffered mnost. 
What we have gained from the point of view 
of mankind we cannot say. Just now it seems 
to be negligible in comparison with what we 
have lost and suffered. But we know, at any 
rate, that Burke’s words were not entirely 
true. The age of chivalry has not yet left us; 
there is still sincerity, and, therefore, stili 
hope for the world. A.D

A DUBLIN PROFESSOR 
HONOURED.

The National Acclimatation Society of 


France conferred, on the 18th of March, its 
large silver meda! on Professor Augustine 
Henry, of the College of Science, Dublin, in 
recognition of his .ervices to horticulture and 
forestry. Professor Henry’s exploration ‘of 
the flora of China, some thirty to twenty 
years ago, resulted in the discovery of about 
1,000 species of plants new to science. many 
of which aré now in cultivation in our 
gardens. Among the most beautiful of these 
may be mentioned Lilium Henrys, Buddleia 
vartaiilie, Vitis Henryana, Rhododendron 
Augustinu, Viburnum rhytidophyllum, and 
Redgersia_ pinnata. On his tfeturn from 
China, in 1901, Professor Henry took up the 
subject of forestry, and, in collaboration with 
the late Mr. H. J. Elwes, he ‘brought out 
(1906-1913) “The Trees of Great) Britain and 
Ireland,” a work in seven volumes, which 
deals exhaustively with the botany, distribu. 


tion, cultivation, and history | of all the 
timber-producing and ornamental trees that 
are cultivated in these islands.

of seven years. Professor Henry has also 
paid great attention to the different varieties 
of the more important timber-trees known in 
this country, and has published some of his 
investigations in the Proceedings of the 
Royal Irish Academy. His introduction of 
trees includes the Eastern ‘larch, from Mon 
tana, U.S.A., and the geographical races of 


the European larch which cur wild in 
Poland and in the Tatra ountains of 
Slovakia.

question. He proposed to move the appoint- 
ment of a Select Committee, to be set up at 
once, to consider the taxation of betting in 
all its aspects.

On consideration of all the etrcumstances 
Be took an optimistic view of the future, and 
possibly in the proposals for the year he ran 
certain risks.

POSTAL REDUCTIONS. 

In his proposals he counted on the full 
meer of the House in making still further 
substantial reductions in supply expenditure. 

‘The Government were anxious ‘to 
make reductions in the postal rvice 

Considerable reductions in postal charges 
were made last year. It was now proposed 
fo effect substantial reductions in the charges 
for heavier inlend letters and inland parcels. 
There would be a reduction of threepence 
per parcel, 

It was proposed to reduce the rate of 
foreign letters to twopence halipenny for the 
first ounce. They would also reduce Im- 
perial letters from three halfpence to one 
penny per oz., for weight above the first oz. 

Inland printed paper rate would be a 
halfpenny for every two ozs. 

On the telephone side there would be a 
reduction of ten shillings in the annual rental 
and the annual charge for instruments. It 
was proposed to exterid the radius from one 
mile to one and a half miles, and to reduce 
the charge from 3d. to 2d. for local messages 
ai public call offices. There also would be 
certain minor reductions in charges for short 
distance trunk calle. 

The postal.alterations would take effect as 
from the 14th of May, and the telephones from 
ist July. 

These redactions would cost £2,400,000 in 
a fuil year, and £1,900,000 this year. ' 

The tea duty was reduced last year by 4d. 
8 pound, and in the circumstances he did not 
think that any further relief on this duty was 
called for.

“A reduction of 6d. in income tax is not 
enough,” said Lord Decies, Director of the 
income Taxpayers’ Society, last night. “' In- 
come. taxpayers have the more right to com- 
plain, because of the entircly unnecessary 
burden hf have to carry from last year’s 
gross miscaiculation, under which £50,000,000 
extracted from income tax and super-isz- 
payers has been applied to debt reduction, for 
which it was never intended. This was done, 
too, at a time when it ought to have been left 
to assist industry and reduce unemployment. 

“It is quite clear now that the reduction 
in last year’s Budget. ought to have been 2s. 
instead of 1s., and the present reduction of 6d. 
can only be regarded as extremely disappoint- 
ing. So long as profits are diverted from in- 
dustrial chanriels into a merciless Treasury, 
industry. is likely to continue short of the 
fresh capital it needs to reatore prosperity.” 

Lord Askwith, President of the National 
Citizens’ Union, said that the reduction of 6d. 
was a step in the right direction. That the 
reduction, however, had not been greater was 
to be profoundly regretted. 

‘* T-pegret that the Government has made no 
capita! provision for placing co-operative 
societies within range of taxation on a fair 
basig with other trading concerns. This’is a 
matter of justice both to taxpayers and 
traders. . 

In industrial circles to-night there was 
strong disapproval of the policy of the Go- 
vernment in estimating for a surplus in the 
present circumstances. The view was generally 
expressed that very close budgetting would 
have assisted in keeping pressure on the 
spending departments of the State to reduce 
expenditure, and that estimating for a surplus 
was an encouragement to those departments 
te overspend. 

Most. industrialists inclined to the opinion 
that if the £36,000,000 surplus meant the re- 
storation of the Sinking Fund, then trade and 
commerce should have been given more time 
to recover before it was reinstated, especially 
in view of the fact that the credit of the 
British: Government did not suffer last year 
by the suspension of the Sinking Fund, but 
improved steadily al] through the vear. 

336,000, surplus, it was pointed out, 
would have enabled the Government to abolish 
the corporation profits tex altogether and to 
have given 1s. instead of 6d. reduction in the

With reference to the Select Committee on 
Betting Taxation referred to by Mr. Baldwin, 
Mr. Victor Davies, manager of Messrs. Lad- 
brooke and Company, Regent street, the Turf 
commission agents, said that he believed that 
bookmakers would welcome a feasible scheme.

Dr. Rosenberg, the Foreign Minister, made 
his anticipated speech on Reparations in the 
Reichstag to-day. 

The tone, rather than the contents, of the 
epeech was important. It was evident that 
the German Government has taken note of 
the currents of conciliation flowing within and 
without Germany. The most important 
sentence of the speech was that in which the 
Foreign Minister expreased his view that the 
original Reparations offer of 20 billion gold 
marks (£1,500,000,000), which Herr Bergmann 
was instructed to make in Paris last January, 
would provide a '' starting point for any new 
negotiations.’ - Ín other words, the German 
‘Government is now prepared to pay more— 
considerably more, according to my informa- 
tion—than that sum. 

Germany's willingness to accept the findings 
of an International Commision of Experis was 
again indicated. Other points were :— 

(1) No plan invoiving .the interna- 
tionalisation of the Rhineland, or even 
its dictated separation from Prussia, 
could be accepted. 

(2) An offer to extend in duration 
and generally to make more *‘ elastic’’ 
Germany's earlier anti-war proposals. 

(5) A readiness to make any peace 
which reposed on the basis of 
reciprocity, and which respected Ger- 
many's sovereign rights. 

(4) Germany is unable to agree to 
evacuation by stages. 

Dr. Rosenberg ended by declaring that once 
France recognised Germany's right to exist- 
ence and ceased her campaign of humiliation 
and affront, a beginning would be made of 
that economic co-operation which, in the eyes 
of many good Europeans, ofier the only way 
to permanent peace. '

UNREST NOT SERIOUS: 


TRADE IMPROVING.

Reuter’s Agency states that Mr. Dalal, 
C.LE., High iCommissioner for India, has 
arrived in London on the conclusion of six 
months’ work as member of the Indian Re- 
trenchment Commission, of which Lord Inch- 
cape was Chairman. He commences his work 
as High Commissioner this week. 

Discussing with Reuter’s representative, 
who met him on arriva), the position in India, 
the High Commissioner said—‘* There appears 
to exist here an exaggerated idea as to unrest 
and other similar difficulties in India which 
are not borne out by the facts. The situation 
is well in hand, as ie proved by the fact that 
the Commander-in-Chief hag assented to a re- 
duction of military expenditure. 

‘In a vast’ country like India difficult pro 
blems arise, but the present position is in 
every way satisfactory, thanks to the manner 
in which matters are skilfully handled by the 
Viceroy and the Secretary of State. 

““Owing to the special exertions’ of Lord 
Inchcape and the Secretariat of the Commis- 
sion public expenditure in India has been re- 
duced by over nineteen crores (nominally ten 
millions sterling), and the Budget will be 
automatically ba . From the new year. 

“The balance of trade is gradually swing- 
ing in favour of India. The country is at 
present absorbing large ntities of gold and 
silver which is As SÁ um the “marriage 
season '—that is to say, those months ‘that 
are regarded as propitious for marriage, and 
when a considerable amount of gold is given 
as dowries to brides. ' 

SOUND FINANCE. 

“ As the Indian Budget is expected to be 
balanced from next year, the financial credit 
of India is bound to increase, and the Indian 
Government will be able to float loans on ad- 
vantageous terms. 

Great efforts are being made in India to 
rehabilitate the railways, and large orders will 
be placed this year for railway equipment. 

‘From the year 1924 it is certain that a 
period of greatly increased prosperity will 
be experienced throughout the whole country. 
Happily, India is not in the same position as 
European countries in unemployment resalting 
from reduced expenditure. 

“It is unfortunate that India has another 
epidemic plague; but the harvest has been 
good, _the recuperative power of the 

dian nation will be strengthened in conse- 

uence. 

“In India vast fortunes were made during 
the war, but in many cases have been lost, 
and there has been depression on the Stock 
Exchange. The demand for Indian products 
shows a tendency to increase, and the un- 
certainty as to the trade outlook is more or 
less at an end.” 


KOHAT OUTRAGE. 


QUESTIONS IN THE HOUSE. 

In the House of Commons yesterday, Sir 
John Hewett asked the Secretary of State 
tor India whether he conid state the facts 
regarding the murder of Mrs. Ellis, at Kohat, 
and whether he could give any reassuring 
news negeeding ihe young lady who wae said 
to have been abducted? 

Karl Winterton, in reply, said that he could 
exid little to what had appeared in the news- 
papers. The Government of India reported 
that Mrs. Ellis was murdered on Saturday 
morning and Miss Ellis was carried off, 
Suspicion rested on certain trans-Border 
offenders. The ladies were sleeping in a 
bungalow next docr to the General where 
a military guard was kept. The murderers 
fired two shots and escaped. 

The Chief Commissioner had telegraphed 

that he had arrived at Kobat, and ‘that the 
thole countryside had been set in motion on 
both sides of the Border and that patrols 
were out im all directions, but so far. there 
was no further news. Everything was being 
done to effect the release of Miss Ellie. 
__ Replying to Sir A. Shirley Benn, who asked 
if, prior to the murder, everything possible 
had been done to protect British women at 
Kohat, he said thatthe town was both from 
a military and police point of view admirably 
protected, bnt it was impossible to guarartes 
absolute gecuritr.

INDIGNATION IN BBITÁIN. 


The intense indignation aroused in this 
country by the fresh outbreak of Indian fron- 
tier murders found expression in the House 
of Commons yesterday when a special ques- 
tion on the subject was addressed to the 
Under Secre for India, remarks The 
Times editorially, Within less than a week 
after the murder of two officers of the Ses- 
forth Highlanders near Landi Fotal a fresh 
outrage has been committed. It is impossible 
to attribute to religious fanaticiem alone the 
murders of members of the British Frontier 
Force that take place almost every year. 
There is in these attacks an element of oy 
and calculated revenge. It may be that 
men who murdered two officers who last 
week were quietly walking slong the Mulla- 
gori road are relatives of two of the gang of 
the notoriens outlew, Multan,. who were 
hanged in Peshawar in 1909, while the wut- 
rage at Kohat seems to have been inspired by 
revenge for a recent counter-raid against the 
Bosti Khel, in which evidence was discovered 
of complicity in the murders of Colonel and 
Mrs. Foulkes in 1920. “á 
Whatever the motives of the culprits may 
be there can be no question of wholesale re- 
prisals unless and until it is proved that any 
tribe or tribes are collectively responsible for 
the murders, and have committed them in the 
course of executing some general hostile plan.

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A SOUND BUDGET 


FIRST-RATE FINANCE, 
a 


“THE TIMES” OF TO-DAY SAYS :-~ 


If there was any fault to be found in the 
manner of Mr. Baldwin’s first Budget speech 
it was that his emphatic and deliberate ex- 
position of the principles of sound finance left 
him too little of his allotted time for the 
discussion of his new proposals. In substance 
and lucidity it left nothing to be desired at 
all. His is not, we are glad to say, a popular 
Budget in the worst sense of that expression. 
The Chancellor of the Exchequer might, if 
he had listened to the voice of the political 
adventurer, have thrown to the winds all prin- 
ciples of finance, and secured a glittering, 
though fleeting, political advantage by apply- 
ing his prospective surplus of some seventy- 
six millions entirely to the reduction of taxa- 
tion. ‘laxation has admittedly reached a point 
at which it inflicts unprecedented hardships 
upon the community. The line of least re- 
sistance was leave posterity to bear the 
burden of our debts as well as of their own. 
Mr.. Baldwin resisted, as we expected him to 

” pertinently 
observed, posterity will have enough of its 
own debts to take care of without having to 
take care of ours. 

He has chosen to present a Budget which 
has a higher claim to distinction than mere 
popularity. Ite broad outlines accord with 
what is sound in economic practice and in 
political experience. A distinguished civil 
servant once divided Budgets ito two classes 
—one sound and the other brilliant. Vr. 
Baldwin’s Budget will be “included in the 
former, and better, category. He has bain 
guided by moderate counsels. He has 
avoided extremes, and has laid down a policy 
which, if continued,.will not only steadily 
reduce the burden of debt in future years, 
but also bring annual instalments of sub- 
stantial relief to the taxpayer. 

The central feature of the Budget is not, 
however, the reduction of taxation, but the 
policy which has been laid down for tackling 
the tremendous problem oí the debt. 
, tmternal and external, amounts to 
£7,7735,506,000.. The effective reduction last 
year was £149,000.000. In the past four 
years we have reduced our external debt by 
£209,198,000. The only external debt now 
outstanding is that which we owe to the 
United States Government. Last year Sir 
Robert. Horne pleaded the ‘‘ uniortunate 
necessity’’ of raiding the sinking funds. 
Fortunately it proved ible to restore those 
funds, and to apply altogether a sum oil 
£124,227,000 out of revenue to debt redemp- 
tion. 


THE NEW BUDGET. 


A HELP FOR INDUSTRY. 

The Daily Telegraph says:—We do not 
think much fault will be found with the 
Budget. Mr. Baldwin said he was taking @ 
risk, but he has good grounds for doing #0, 
since he told us that the past financial year 
got steadily better as it proceeled as regards 
both home and foreign trade, and that, 
whereas in the first three months of 1922 with- 
drawels from the Post Office Savings Bank 
exceeded deposits, the reverse was the case im 
the first three months of this. year, when 
deposits exceeded withdrawals by £1,250,000. 
In any ease, it may be hoped that we are 
now pretty near the end of abnormal Budgets, 
and, having regard to the ample sinkin 
funds provided for tne current year, it wil 
not be easy for the most meticulous economists 
to take much exception to the smal! allevia- 
tions that the Chancellor has granted in tho 
burden ‘of taxation. Our credit will certainly 
not be lowered by the latesi Budget, an, 
on the other hand, even 6d. off ihe incoime 
tax will be a little help in furnishing the 
fresh capital needed for industry. 


FAIRLY HONEST. 


Mr. Baldwin's Budget speech, the Daily 
News says, is a plain, straightforward state- 
ment, erring perhaps in rome of its expecta- 
tioris on the side of optimism, but without 
either any greet surprises or aly unnecessary 
flourishes. It is under the circumstances 8. 
fairly honest Budget. If Mr. Baldwin has 
failed to produce. a striking and original 
Budget, or to reveal any unusually tmagina- 
tive resources, he is entitled to praise for his 
resolute adherence to sound principles of 
finance in making a permanent systematic 
provision for the repayment of debt out of 
revenue, and equally for his decision. to 
abolish the thoroughly vicious practice of 
Supplementary Estimates. The penny off beer 
was a foregone conclusion, bnt a penny a 
pound off tea or sugar—particularly sugar— 
would have been more serviceable to the 
working clasees. 


A MODEL, 

The Daily Eepress remarks :—We are able 
ta congratulate the Chancellor of the Ex- 
chequer and the Government on a sound, 
successful, and popular Budget. ‘There is 
something substantial, if not very large, for 
the manufacturer. the professional man, and 
the consumer. It is a pity that the Chan- 
cellor dropped the idea of a reduction of the 
sugar duty. It is, however, the only blemish 
on what is otherwise a model Budget. It will 
redound to the popularity of the Government, 
and will wipe out the memories of past errors 
and misfortunes. With it the Conservative 
Government enters on a new era, in which it 
will be able to pursue its task of preserving 
peace abroad and increasing prosperity and 
contentment at home. 


MEETING ANTICIPATIONS. 

The Westminster Gazette says"—The 
Budget which Mr. Stanley Baldwin produced 
yesterday goes far to meet every reasonable 
anticipation that could have been formed. 
His proposals are open to some criticism, but, 
on the whole, we may say that the Chan- 
cellor of the Exchequer has produced a good 
Budget. The sixpence seduction in ‘the in- 
come tax will be generally welcomed; but 
so long as that tax stands even four shillings 
and sixpenoe, it represents a crushing burden 
of industry. Mr. Baldwin’s concessions are 
made to business and beer; not to the common 
articles of domestic consemption. Never- 
theless he has constructed what will probably 
be a popniar Budget. and is certainly in its 
main aspects. an honest and far-seeing 
Budget. 


BEST CHANCELLOR. 


The Morning Post says :—We do not. pre- 
tend the Rudget presented by Mr. Baldwin 
is the Budget of our dreams. But we are 
willing to admit that this is certainly not 
the fault of Mr. Baldwin, who, in his 
combination of competence and character, is 
the best Chantellor of the Exchequer the 
country has had for a good many years. 
Last night he made a series of announcements 
which will be received with gratitude by the 
public, which we might fairly call heroic in. 
its patience and endurance. 


A CONCEALED RESERVE. 

The Financial News says :—In commenting 
on Mr. Baldwin's ls we do so with a 
due sense of the modified mercies dealt out 
to the taxpayer. The first point of criticism 
concerns Mr. Baldwin's estimated available 
surplus, roundly £36,000,000. Expenditure 
for 1925-24 is put down at £816,616,000, 
revenue on the present basis of taxation at 
£852. . The former total, it will be 
noted, is a round £4,000,000 above the actual 
for 1922-23, and the latter a round £62,000.000 
below eg bee gh an" née ee 
altogether of £66,000,000. By far the greater 
part of that computed difference, £A5 000,000, 
or thereabouts, arises from an officially antici- 
pated fall in the yield of income tax, quite 
apart from the 6d. in the £ now taken off.

DUKE AS DOMINION GOVERNOR. 
The Daily Mail is informed that the Duke" 
k is to appointed Governor-General of 
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Steamers trading between Irish Free State 
and British ports, and manned by members 
of the Irish Transport Union, are being kept 
at anchor because the crews have refused to 
accept the reduction of Ós. 6d. per week 
agreed to on behalf of the National Sailors’ 
and Firemen’s Union. Yesterday, some 16,000 
members of the latter union put to sea at the 
reduced rate of wages. This was arranged at 
a meeting of the Maritime Board. 

Some members of the Marine Workers’ 
Union objected to work on the new terms, 
and, like the members of the Irish Transport 
Union, are now on strike. Officials of the 
Irish Transport Union state that their mem- 
bers are not represented on the Marigime 
Board. Consequently they had no say with 
regard to accepting the reductions. 

he Dublin to Liverpool boats did not sai! 
last night, but sailings to Holyhead were not 
affected. All the men engaged on these boats 
are members of the National Sailors’ and Fire- 
men’s Union. 


ABSURD POSITION. 


STATEMENT BY MR. DAVID 
BARRY. 


When interviewed by an /rish Times re- 
porter yesterday with reference to the posi- 
tion that has arisen in Dublin regarding the 
strike, Mr. David Barry, General Manager of 
the British and Irish Stearopacket Co., Ltd., 
said :— 

“Through the machinery of the Nationa! 
Maritime Board—a Board composed of an 
equal number of representatives of the ship- 
owners and seafarers—an agreement was 
reached a fortnight ago, ‘whereby reductions 
of 6s. 6d. per week on weekly vessels, and 2 
a month on mionthly vessels, in the case « 
seamen and firemen, were to operate on and 
from the 16th inst. 

“The National Maritime Board deals with 
all questions of wages and conditions o' 
labour for the whole British mercantile 
marine, and any agreement arrived at by 
that body is binding on both shipowners and 
seo tarers. 

“The Irish Transport and General Workers’ 
Union have a percentage of Dublin seafarers 
m their Marine Branch, and, by courtesy. 
that body, not being represented @& the 
National Maritime Board, were informed bv 
the Shipping Federation of the agreement 
reached. At the same time, an intimation 
was given that the reduction would operate 
on all steamers. It was not until Saturday 
morning last that any action was taken by 
the Trnsport Union, when orders were iseued, 
both to the crews of the steamers owned by 
the British and Irish Steampacket Co., LAd., 
and to all steamers owned by the Burns. 
Laird Line, trading between Dublin and 
Heysham, that they were not to sail on that 
night unless given a guarantee that no re- 
duction in wages ‘would take place. 


TLLEGAL ACTION. 

" This action was entirely illegal, as under 
the Merchant Shipping Acts seafarers must 
give due notice, to the articles 
signed, of their intention te leave any vessel, 
under a very heavy penaliy. 

“On the instructions issued by the Trans- 
port Union being made known, arrangements 
were at once made through the Shipping 
Federation for a meeting with the represen 
tatives of the Transport Union, under the 
auapices of the Ministry of Labour. This 
meeting was held at noon last Saturday in 
the Ministry of Labour offices, amd after a 
discussion of over two hours, a temporary 
agreement was reached, whereby the Trans 
port Uniow undertook that ail steamers due 
to sail on Saturday would go out as usual. 
and that in the event of the crews stil! deciw 
ing to accept the reduction after arrival at 
the British port, the companies owning the 
steamers undertook to send the crews hone 
to Dublin at their expense. 

“ Arrangements were accordingly made {« 
losding the usual perishavle cargo and live 
stock. Unfortunately the undertaking given 
by the Transport Union was not carried out, 
with the result-thet steamers already loaded 
with perishables, live stock, and passengers, 
had perforce to cangel their sailings. 

“The attitude taken up by the Transport 
Union officials at the conference was that 
the ‘ cut’ in wages would not be accepted by 
members of the British mercantile marine. 
As a matter of fact, I am in a position to 
state authoritatively that no difficulty what- 
ever was experienced at British ports to-day. 
All British crews have signed on at the re- 
duced rates of pay. 

THE ANOMALY, 

‘The only steamers in which difficulties 
have arisen are those owned by the British 
and Irish Steam Packet Co., manned by 
Dublin men, and a few other smaller steamers 
owned at other Free State ports, manned by 
Irishmen. 

“The best illustration I ean give of the 
anomaly is the fact that the Burns-Laird 
Company have three steamers in Dublin 
to-day, two manned by Dublin men, trading 
between Dublin and Heysham, who decline to 
accept the reduced and the third 
trading betwéen Dublin and Glasgow, manned 
by Scotsmen, who «ave signed on at the’ 
reduced wages. 

“Other cross-Channe] steamers trading with 
Dublin, such as the London and. North- 
Western, Sloan Line, Civde Shipping Co., 
Michael Murphy, Ltd.. and the Bristol Steam 
Navigation Co., are all working as usual, the 
crews having accepted the agreement arrived 
at.. 

“ Another illustration—the British and Irish 
Company have at the moment on charter to 
the City of Cork Steam Packet Co., the es. 
Lady Kildare. Whilst the City of Cork Steam 
Packet Company's crews have al! accepted the 
national agreement, the crew of the Lady 
Kildare have declined, acting on instructions 
from Liberty Hall. : 

THE RESULIS. 

“It is very difficult to understand the 
action of the Transport Union, as by tfing 
ap sll the British and Irish fleet a very large 
number of dock labourers are out of employ- 
ment. Anyone with An ounce of economic 
sense must realise that Irish-owned ships must 
be placed on an equality with Britishowned 
vessels. as regards wages, if they are to be 
kept on the seas at all. 

“The fact of the matter is that there is 
no possible chance of developing any Irish 
industry under conditions such as operate at 
present, 

“The trade unions in Dublin sought success- 
fully for a time to impose higher wages in 
the shipbuilding industry in Dublin than 
operated in British and Northern Ireland 
ports, -with the result that these industries 
have been killed. 

“A strong effort must now be made to see 
that the Transport Union does not throttle 
the remaining industries in the Irish Free 
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“ When I say that all steamers are running 
as usual to Northern [reland ports, the reduc- 
tion of wages having been accepted, %t will 
be seen that something must be done to 
stabilise matters in Dublin, so that employers 
may have confidence in investing capital for 
the benefit of the Irish Free State generally. "

THEIR DEPENDENCE ON ONE 
ANOTHER. 


A further discussion on “The Relationship 
between Employer and Employé’’ took place 
at the lunch meeting of the Rotary Club, 
Dublin, in Kidd’s. Buffet, yesterday, Mr. W. 
A. McConnell, O.B.E., President, presiding. 

Mr. Philip J. Lawrence, of the Kagle-Ictih 
Oil, Company, in the course of an address. 
said that when Capital realised fully its 
dependence on Labour, and when Labour 
realised fully its dependence on Capital, then, 
and then.only, might they hope to get the 
full benefit of combined effort. The full 
benefit of such effort should be such as to 
give Capital its due award and Labour w 
in the 


full sense of the.terms. If one side, made 


. up its mind to get all that it could, irrespec- 


tive of the interests of the other side, both 
sides were bound to suffer. 
, He thought that:the time had arrived 
when emplovers should come boldly forward 
and remove every suspicion of misconception 
by making it known that their desire was to 
be the friends of the workers. In the ane 
the workers had been pushed aside by those 
whose primary duty it was to respect them. 
Coming to the isation of the workers, 
he emphasised that, with the growth of power 
in the Labour movement, the spirit of hostility 
towards employers, which was associated 
with the initial stages of the movement, had 
not disappeared. The old spirit of distrust 
remained, and ao long as it remained, so Jong 
would there be an insuperable obstacle to a 
satisfactory combination of the power of the 
employer and the power of the worker. 
The employer should recognise special 
service by special remuneration, and where 
his business was of such a flourishing nature 
as to justify a higher rate of wage n the 
minimum, he should pay it. Conditions of 
work should be just. and the employer should 


ness. remuneration for work and 
satisfactory conditions of work were the two 

reat essentials for the establishment of satis- 
red relations between employer and em- 
ployed, and if they failed to comply “with 
these two essentials, they would fail to estab- 
lish the right relationship. 

In conclusion, Mr. Lawrence. said that if 
an emplover pzid an adequate wage, provided 
just conditions of work, established super- 
annuation and sickness benefit schemes, made 
an honest effort to house his workers properly, 
and encouraged them to self-improvement, he 
felt that he went a long way in doing his 
part in bringing about a satisfactory relation- 
ship between employer and employed. 

Dr. Fannin said that one of the big things 
that would. go a long way to remove dis- 
trust between employer and employé would 
be to give the workers representation on the 
Boards of public companies. 

Mr. Purdy said that one thing that went

Sir Thomas Robinson reminded the meeting 
of Lord Leverhulme’s opposition to work- 
men’s committees, ang of what had been done 
by co-partmership plans. , 

Mr. Ede said that he thought committees 
went a long way in removing diatrust, because 
they gave the men an opportunity of putting 
forward their case, and he had found that 
fhe workér, when he discovered that he had 
no grievance, was the first to admit it. He 
thought that if the Rotary Club was to do 
anything in bringing aboút a better relation- 
ship between the employer and the employe, 
they should appoint a committee to devise 
ways and means of carrying out the sugges- 
tions that they had heard in the debates.

An engage- 
ment. lasting about two hours, followed, with 
no casualties to the troops. Ultimately 
the armed men took refuge in the caves.

Reinforce- 
ments left Ballymullen Barracks, Tralee, yes- 
terday morning, with the object of engaging 
and surrounding the armed band.

RESULT OF REVOLVER 
ACCIDENT. 


Death from a revolver wound, accidentally 
received, was the verdict at an inquest yester- 
day -at St. Bricin’s Hospital. Dublin, on 
Captain James Ryan, of the 36th Battalion, 
National Army, stationed at Cashel. . 

The deceased officer, who was 21 years of 
age, died at the hospital on Sunday. He was 
a native of Drombane, Co. Tpperary. 

Captain O’Brien, of the Army Medical 
Service, stated that on admission Captain 
Ryan was suffering from a compound fracture 
of the femur, and that he died of shock and 
hemorrhage. 

Captain Doyle, National Army, stationed 
at Cashel, said that on Friday he and Captain 
Ryan were in a publichouse in Holy Cross. 
On leaving, Captain Ryan’s revolver slipped 
from its pouch, and fell to the ground. The 
revolver went off in the accident and a butlet 
lodged in Captain Ryan's thigh.

NEW . REGISTER. 


ELECTION POSSIBLE AT END 
OF SEPTEMBER. 


In an interview yesterday Mr. Ernest 
Blythe, Minister of Local Government, ex- 
plained the provisions of the “new electoral 
law, and said that the period during which a 
vote can be claimed fas been extended to 
the 25th inst. 

Good progress hás been made with the com- 
pletion of the new Register. In some coun- 
ties the Register should be ready by the 2ist 
June, and it. should not be later in any 
county than the end of July, unless revision 
hearings were to be extremely protracted. It 
would seem, therefore, that even allowing for 
some little delay that ca at present be 
foreseen, and allowing for a reasonable in- 
terval between the publication of the new 
Register and the holding of an election. it 
would be possible to have a General Election 
by the end of September. 

It may be taken from a registration point 
of view that the earliest possible date for 
holding a General Election will be some time, 
which cannot yet be defined, in September. 
The latest date would be the Slat of Decem- 
ber, 1923. Under the Constitution the pre-
